The Indian Musalmans are 
thankful to him for his coming all the way from England to inform them of 
the origin of cholera among the Mecca pilgrims. But what proof has he got 
to support his theory ? The Azdd does not know which to admire most, Mr. Hart's 
folly or audacity ? He is gratuitously hurting the feelings of the Musalmans 
by expressing such views in condemnation of the sacred well. ‘The spread of Eng- 
lish education has greatly affected their religious faith, but still materialistic or 
atheistic notions are not yet so rife among them as among Englishmen. Mr. Hart’s 
speech has created dissatisfaction among the whole Muhammadan community in this 
country ; the Haidarabad Musalmans being exceedingly offended. ‘There has been a 
material change in the views of the people in Haidarabad during the last twenty 
ears, otherwise Mr. Hart would have found it difficult to escape alive from that town 
after delivering his speech. Charity begins at home. He should have first laid his 
scheme before the Musalmans in British India. The Azdd then publishes a com- 
munication from a Haidarabad correspondent who says that Mr. Hart’s speech 
at Haidarabad, condemning the sacred Zamzam well and appealing to the Musal- 
mans for subscription for the introduction of the so-called sanitary reforms at 
Mecca, at a time when England is bringing pressure to bear on the Sultan in con- 
nection with the alleged ‘T'urkish atrocities on the Armenians, shows that his secret 
Object is to lead the world to imagine that not only the Christians, but also the 
Musalmans are dissatisfied with the Turkish rule.

so that anyone had simply to go there and receive his full meal every day. In 
short, although the Indians had no railways, post-offices, and other marks of the 
present civilization under the native rulers, they lived a far more happy, prosperous 
and contented life, obtaining justice gratis, having few expenses, but no constant 
famines, no octroi, no income-tax, &c. The peoplé were not so much miserable and 
discontented even in the time of the, East Indian Company as they are now. The 
Government ought to modify its system of administration.

- gmall-pox.” The writer, therefore, asks the Government to see that the Musalmin 

pilgrims are well treated while they are in the vessels, and not bother itself with 

the sanitation of Mana, &c., and the salubriousness vr otherwise of the water of 

the well Zamzam ; “ the Great God himself taking care of the same.”

The Police Act Amendment Bil. - Amendment Bill by the Select Committee, observes 

that the provisions of the bill remain still very dange- 

rous. <A disturbance takes place, say, in certain villages of the district of Jhansi, 

the zamindars of which live in Agra, and the magistrate will apportion the cost of 

the punitive police force that is thought expedient to quarter in the disturbed area, 

to the absentee zamindars along with others, though they may have had no hand in 

the affair. Again, the magistrate is empowered to realize any amount of compensa- 

tion he pleases from any section of the inhabitants, whom he thinks to have caused a 

disturbance. Suppose a district magistrate estimates the amount of damage done by 

a disturbance to be about Rs. 50,000, and suspects some ten well-to-do men among the 

inhabitants to have been at the bottom of the same. Now if he realizes the whole 

loss caused from these ten men, as the bill empowers him to do, they will be totally 

ruined. It is not unoften that domestic’strifes take place among zamindars, and the 

_ power of raising an unlimited amount: of compensation from as many or as few per> 

sons as the district magistrate chooses, will prove most terrific and oppressive indeed 

to those on whom it might come to be exercised. Itisa great pity that notwithstand- 


ing that both natives and Europeans have protested against the bill, the Govern- 
ment still remains inexorable.

rovision of separate accommodation for orthodox Hindus would not much improve 
matters, as they consider the whole train to be polluted and the water «nd food su 
plied at the railway stations to be unfit for use. (The Almora Akhbar, of the 25th 
February, too, expresses approval of the objects of the association and prays for the 
success of . its laudable efforts In removing the inconveniences and discomforts to 
which the Hindu pilgrims are ex posed. The same paper, of the 4th March, observes 
that the ‘introduction of railways has greatly facilitated travelling, but it 
regrets to notice that railway officials do not show the same consideration to native 
passengers as they do to Europeans. Even one 3rd class European passenger is 
allowed to occupy a whole compartment, while native passengers are over-crowded.
